1 
couldn't run for over three 
months, and I still have a 
lump in my calf where I was 
hit," said Ricehill of his painful 
injuries over the years. 

Walking on the high 
wire requires total balance. If 
too much weight is placed on a 
person, they are likely to fall 
off because of the pressure on 
them. This sometimes hap- 




pens to students who take on 
too many responsibilities at 
once. At the time, it's easy to 
say "yes" to responsibilities of 
a club, sport, friends, or a job. 
But when a large amount of 
time is required for school- 
work, it's hard to balance time 
for each responsibility. This 
pressure can put added stress 
on a student at a time when 
there's enough stress in one's 
life. But if the weight is 
lessened or balanced evenly, 
the results can be successful. 

Okay, now that you've 
read all the metaphors for 
"High Wire Act," you should 
have a good understanding of 
why we (yearbook staff) 
picked this theme.

n the 
spring 
of 1992, 
Roosevelt held its annual 
Student Council election. The 
candidates for president 
ranged from the painfully 
conservative to the wildly 
radical. We chose the radical. 

Justin Sytsma clinched 
the election with his powerful, 
attention-grabbing speech. 
Overwhelming the audience of 
students and teachers with his 
outlandish ideas, he received 
mixed reactions. Enough of 
these reactions were positive 
that Sytsma won the election 
tor Student Council President. 

A self-proclaimed 
anarchist, Sytsma is a rebel 
with more than one cause. 
Though to some an 
anarchist heading a 
school government 
may seem contradic- 
tory, Sytsma sees it 
as an opportunity to 
share and spread his 
ideas, as well as 
bring about changes 
to aid student 
empowerment. 

For Sytsma, 
Student Council is an 
organization that 
should enable the 
student body to control their 
own fate. He believes that the 
students are the school, 
therefore their future should 
be in their own hands. In his 
opinion school is not what it 
should be. Sytsma believes 
that all school teaches a person 
is how to be society's ideal and 
to live the life society deems 
acceptable, and "society is 
screwed." 

Sytsma's goals centered 
around getting students

aroused enough to challenge 
authority and gain more 
control. Among these is the 
idea of Student Council taking 
charge of administration 
including the hiring and firing 
of teachers. 

Inspiring the students to 
stand up for their own rights 
has been another one of his 
objectives. In his Utopian 
world, students would create 
their own education using 
experiences and interaction 
with others. Sytsma said that 



school does not educate with 
knowledge, but with bureau- 
cratic nonsense . All of 
Sytsma's dreams did not come 
true. Originally intending to 
make a statement , he accom- 
plished little more. "Most of 
the Student Council doesn't 
work," said Sytsma, "and if it 
does, it's generally against 
me." This year Student 
Council did not become the 
beginning of student empow- 
erment, which was Sytsma's 
intention. He blames this 
partly on Student Council 's 
lack of power. As president he 
said, "I have no power over 



something that has no 
power." 

Sytsma's reign as 
Student Council President 
was not completely without 
results. He insisted that the 
administration could not 
help but notice how stu- 
dents have been challenging 
them. "Being president 
doesn't change much" said 
Sytsma, "but it opens 
people's eyes." t

Ferring believes that 
the main concern of Student 
Council is to represent the 
entire student body. Though 
Ferring and others have 
worked hard to obtain this 
goal, he still feels that it has 
not yet been achieved. "Stu- 
dent Council has failed in 
representing the majority of 
the students' opinions, he 
said. 

Although imperfect, 
Ferring feels that some 
progress has been made. 
Compared to last \ ear, the

cil worked more effectively 
and is benefitting the commu- 
nity more. He also believes 
that Student Council should be 
more oriented towards issues 
reaching beyond school. 
"Student Council needs to try 
to positively affect people in 
the community as well as the 
school," he said. 

Ferring does feel that the 
Student Council has accom- 
plished much to be proud of 
this year. Included in this was 



Roosevelt's 
sponsorship of 
a Southeast-Asian 
family. Also, the Council 
raised enough interest to result 
in the purchase of a special 
telephone to be used by the 
hearing-impaired students at 
Roosevelt. 

Ferring feels his hope for 
fair representation is closer to 
being a reality with this year's 
new additions to Student 
Council. Now both the 
hearing-impaired and the ESL 
(English as Second Language) 
students have a representative 
at the meetings. 

In the opinion of Ferring, 
much of the success of this 
year's Student Council is due 
to the other officers and the 
representatives. "We had a 
really good 
team this year," 
he said, "it was 
the dedication 
of all of us that 
helped us get 
the job done." 

Though 
Ferring and 
Sytsma have 
effectively 
worked 
together, 
they've often 
had differing opinions. One 
major example is Ferring's 
willingness to cooperate with 
the administration. "Students 
should work with the adminis- 
tration, not against them," said 
Ferring. Also, he sees school 
as a valuable opportunity tor 
all, rather than an institution to 
be controlled by students. He 
feels that we are here to learn 
from our teacher's knowledge 
and their mistakes, as they are 
our mentors. I

Radical newspaper irritates some, refreshes others 



Many factors helped set 
the TRHS 1992-1993 school 
year apart from those which 
preceded it, but perhaps the 
most significant and 
memorable was the advent of 
this year's underground 
newspaper. Though not the 
first in Roosevelt history, the 
Young Anarchist Publication 
was definitely one of the 
most unforgetable. 

The Young Anarchist 
Publication (commonly 
referred to as Y.A.P. ) caused 
quite a bit of controversy 
with the release of the first 
issue in the fall of '92. 
Proclaiming a need for 
student empowerment and 
rebellion against the social 
system, the paper was full of 
anarchist ideals. It was also 
heavy with a theme of anti- 
racism, anti-sexism and an 
end to homophobia and 
discrimination. Liberal to the 
point of being radical, the 
Y.A.P. commented 
frequently on politics and 
other sensitive issues 
currently affecting the world 
and TRHS students. 

Unrestrained and 
uncensored, the Y.A.P. 
served to share facts and 
mainly opinions of any who 
cared to comment. Strong 
language and untraditional 
messages played a major role 
in the controversy 
surrounding the paper. With 
tips on "How to Rip Off the 
System," and poems with 
extreme sexual or drug- 
related overtones, the fame of 
the underground newspaper 



reached a citvwide level. 
Newscenter 13 in Des Moines 
aired a Story on the publica- 
tion after a local junior high 
student brought an issue to 
Merrill Middle School, inspir- 
ing the outrage of many adults 
in the community. 

The Y.A.P. was mostly 
composed by TRHS students 
with some articles and com- 
mentaries contributed by 
students from other schools. 
Articles were published from 
an array of authors as long as 
the message was one that the 
creators of the paper wished to 
promote. Many members of 
the staff were also members of 
the unique Young Anarchist 
Klub (Y.A.K.), which was 
established at TRHS in the 
1991 -'92 school year. 

The Y.A.P. was not the first 
underground newspaper to 
surface at Roosevelt. Before it 
were such publications as 
Feast of 
Fools and the 
recent 
Thumper, 
each dealing 
with issues 
prevalent at 
the time of 
their origina- 
tion. TRHS 
Principal 
Gerald 
Conley 

believes that many times 
underground publications are 
begun to supply a creative 
outlet for student opinions in a 
time when the world is 
experiencing turmoil. This 
theory is supported by the 



outcropping of such papers in 
wartimes and periods such as 
this, rich with the fight against 
discrimination, disease and 
injustice. Although in Iowa a 
student's right to freedom of 
expression is well protected, 
the legal ramifications of 
circulating an underground 
newspaper can be weighty. 
The Y.A.P. freely criticised 
school administrators and 
student council as well as U.S. 
government leaders. Because 
many of the items they pub- 
lished were not conducive to 
TRHS' educational mission, it 
was not supported by the 
school. The publication was 
not school sanctioned and, 
therefore, was required to be 
entirely produced off school 
grounds. 

Though he himself was a 
victim of ridicule and criticism 
in the Y.A.P. several times, 
Conley said only this: "As 

long as they

stay within 
the law, 1 
will ignore 
them." He 
also said 
that he had 
discussed 
the laws 
with the 
Young 
Anarchist 
Klub and 
made certain they were aware 
of rules regarding distribution. 
"Every right also carries a 
responsibility." 

The laws which applied to 
the distribution of the Y.A.P. 



were clearly stated. Since it 
was entirely produced by 
students without any school 
connection, it could not be 
censored. Yet school authori- 
ties could severely limit the 
circulation possibilities by 
prohibiting possession of the 
paper in the school. It a 
student were caught with an 
issue, it was to be confiscated 
and the student was to be sen 
to the office. 

Even with a few road 
blocks in the way, the creator* 
of the Y.A.P. found a way to 
circulate their paper. Main 
students found peddlers of th 
publication standing on side 
streets bordering TRHS befon 
and after school. Requesting i 
small "donation" of 25-50 
cents, distribution continued 
unhindered. 

The close of the '92-'93 
school year may not have 
brought the Young Anarchist 
Publication to a close. In fact, 
it may well be remembered a 
the year it all began. The 
paper served as a wake-up ca 
for students, faculty, and the 
community to the growing 
interest and participation in 
the future on the part of the 
students. The Y.A.P. definitel 
carved itself a niche in 
Roosevelt history.

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TRHS Forced To Deal With 

FRIENDS REMEMBER BOB CUMMIMiS 




"The essence of friend- 
ship is entireness, a total 
magnanimity and trust. The 
essence of friendship is Bob 
Cummings." English teacher 
Rick Pfander quoted Ralph 
Waldo Emerson in his eulogy 
for TRHS math teacher Bob 
Cummings. Cummings died 
March 8, 1993, of a malignant 
brain tumor. 

For 36 years Cummings 
was an admired member of the 
TRHS faculty. Over the years, 
Cummings touched the Lives 
of his students and coworkers. 
The following are memories of 
Cummings compiled from 
TR] IS students and teachers. 

Rick Pfander, English 
teacher- "He was a wonderful 
father, husband, friend, and 
teacher. 

In Bob's case, 
friend and 
teacher were 
synonymous as 
his students 
were his 
friends. " 

Dan Viall, sophomore- "I 
had been in Mr. Cummings 
class for two years and in my 
experience, he was one of the 
few teachers that all kids could 
relate to. Even if kids hated 
math they loved his class and 
they loved Mr. Cummings. He 
was so funny. If kids were 
daydreaming in class, he 
would pretend to get on a 
microphone and say, 'Come in. 
This is Mission Control.' " 

Richard Vignaroli, TRHS 
vice principal- "I had known 
Bob for fourteen years, and 
everyday for fourteen years I 
would ask him how it was up 



there in heaven. 1 lis room was 
clear up there on the third 
floor. 

I figured he 
was closer to 
heaven than I 
was." 

Gerald Conley, TRHS 
principal- 1 think that it was 
his care and concern that made 
him a role model for kids and 
adults too. He showed silent 
leadership in going about his 
job." 



Carly Dhainin, senior- 
"My memories of Mr. 
Cummings are all so happy. 1 
don't remember one time when 
he wasn't in a good mood. He 
was like a grandpa to me, and 
for that I will miss him so 
much. 

Christy Hagan, junior- I 
would hang out with B.C. (Bob 
Cummings) after class.

There is no easy way to 
deal with untimely deaths, 
especially in a school environ- 
ment. Roosevelt students and 
faculty experienced this first 
hand this year. 

Dealing with five 
deaths — four staff members 
and one freshman student — 
the Roosevelt population was 
forced to pull together and 
became immediately aware of 
the value of life. Lucien 
Bailey, cafeteria supervisor; 
Marjorie Egge, cafeteria clerk; 
Darrell Cook, New Horizons 
Coordinator; Robert 
Cummings, math teacher; and 
Bobby Waschle, freshman, all 
passed away this year. 

Virginia Traxler, coun- 
selor and part of the Des 
Moines Public Schools Crisis 
Team, felt that in each case the 
students and staff supported 
each other. "With each experi- 
ence it felt like everyone 
supported each other more 
and more," said junior Chris- 
tina Vanags. 

In general, Traxler said, 
those affected felt closer to 
people that they hadn't felt 
close to before. She said, "It 
makes us appreciate each day 
and our relationships in a 
different way." 

One significant outcome 
was the reevaluation of human 
life. All those affected by the 
tragedies came out of it with 
new knowledge. Security 
monitor Mike Anderson 
learned that it is easy to take 
everyday things for granted. 
Traxler said that this type of 
experience makes vou show 
appreciation for people with 
each day and realize how 
dangerous it is to let relation- 
ships slide. People should say 
now w hat they want others to 
know because things might be 
different tomorrow. $

Council made significant 
contributions to Roosevelt's 
student body and to the Des 
Moines community. 
Throughout the year the 
officers and representatives 
worked hard for the stu- 
dents by welcoming their 
ideas and putting their 
proposals to work.

Student Council has 
not only served the commu- 
nity of Des Moines but 
Roosevelt as well. Home- 
coming was a successful 
event this year. Over two- 
thousand dollars was raised 
because of increased atten- 



dance. 

A TDD phone for the 
hearing impaired students 
was purchased this year. It 
is similar to a typewriter and 
allows the students to hold 
phone conversations. It is 
kept in a locker and is 
available for use at any time. 

Many topics were still 
under discussion, such as, 
the necessity of locking the 
doors for security reasons 
and the police patroling the 
parking lots looking for 
parking violators. 

Measures are being 
taken to control the vandal- 
ism after this year's Home- 
coming. Treasurer Geoff

Students and 
faculty will be working in 
conjunction with neighbors 
to create an acceptable 
proposal for future Home- 
coming activities.

With a finishing conference 
record of 6-0, and a meet record of 
8 -1, the TRHS Boys were CIML 
American Conference Champions, 
beating Dowling 6-5 for the title 
for the second straight year.

The 1992-'93 girls' tennis season got 
off to a very dreary start, with the first 
two meets delayed because of an 
especially rainy April. Meets 
with both Valley and Ames 
were postponed until fair 
weather returned. In spite of 
all this, the team began the 
season with high spirits, and a 
goal of maintaining their 
undefeated record from the 
previous season. The goal 
u n fortu na tel \ rema i ned 
unrealized after the May 13 
victory of Lincoln over TRHS. 

The first meets of the season 
which were not rained out 
were a tremendous success. 
The first victory came with the 
9-2 defeat of Norwalk on April 
19. The winnings continued in 
rapid succession with meets 
against Indianola (7-2), North

The territory of Yugosla- 
via for centuries was a battle- 
ground between the Austro- 
tiungarian and Ottoman 
empires. 

In 1918 the Kingdom of 
the Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes 
w as declared, and in 1929 it 
was renamed Yugoslovia. The 
new country was torn by 
demands for autonomy by 
Croatians who opposed 
Serbian domination. 

Of the 24 million people 
living there, Serbs account for 
about 36 percent and the 
Croats for about 20 percent of 
the population. Other Slav 
groups are the Slovenes, 8 
percent; and the 
Montenegrins, 3 percent. 
Ethnic Albanians make up 9 
percent of the population. 



This ethnic diversity has been 
a source of strife for centuries. 

President Tito, who ruled 
from 1945 until his death in 
1980, kept a tight lid on these 
internal ethnic rivalries. Since 
his death, however, central 
power has been eaten away by 
the feuding republics. 

Inhabitants of the terri- 
tory are confronted daily by 
the shelling, sniper fire and 
death of war. They take to the 
streets during the occasional 
ceasefire, pushing and shov- 
ing, trying to buy bread and 
other staples necessary to live. 

The war has left thou- 
sands dead has sent more 
than a million fleeing and led 
to the creation of dreaded 
detention camps, likened to 
those of Nazi Germany.

Staff member lost during schooly ear 

From the Peace Corps to Peer Facilitators, TRHS teacher Darrell Cook was known for helping 
others. After weeks of being in Intensive Care at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minnesota, Cook 
received a liver transplant on Thanksgiving Day. On Sunday, December 13 Cook, 43, died as a 
result of complications due to the transplant. 

Cook had been teaching at TRHS for six years. He was the director of the New Horizons 
Program and co -taught Peer Facilitators with Virginia Traxler. "It's very hard for me to teach my 
class now. He did wonderful things for kids, not just by getting them jobs. He was an advocate 
for kids," Traxler said of Cook. His program at Roosevelt has been cited by some as the best New 
Horizons program in the city, and Cook served a remarkably high number of students in a com- 
passionate way. He will not be easily replaced. 

Cook served in the Peace Corps from 1971 - 74. He worked on an island in Malay- 
sia, where he built dams and helped set up a program to deliver rabbits to the villagers.

Numerous rumors 
surrounded the death of 
freshman Robert Waschle, 
many holding no truth. 
Waschle was an active student, 
and his unexplained death left 
an impact on many students 
and faculty members. 

According to Dr. R.C. 
Wooters, Polk County Medical 
Examiner, Waschle died from 
asphyxia due to hanging. The 
circumstances surrounding the 
death have been ruled un- 
known. "I first thought the 
manner of death should be 
ruled as suicide, but after I 
received more information/ 1 



decided to rule it as undeter- 
mined," said Wooters. 

A bedsheet which 
caused the asphyxia had been 
in the Waschles' basement for 
several months. Waschle left 
no clues or hints indicating 
suicide. "Knowing Bob, I 
certainly believe it was an 
accident. He was a very 
positive kid, and had a very 
good outlook on life," said 
Mike Walag, TRHS music 
teacher and Waschle's Prep 
Swing Choir instructor. 

The Prep Swing Choir 
spent a day recognizing their 
memories of Waschle.

said Walag. "I was also
